' plucked indiTidual that lie is a Fedci^ 
al oflicer and cannot interfere in the 
matter; and thus the proceis of offi- 
cial — shall TTO say plunder ? — contin- 
ues. Instances tiie cited in which the 
MoWha case is throws mtp the shade, 
as much as eight and eyen len times 
the lawful fees liaring boon extorted 
from poor strupfgling settlers wlio 
could ill bear auch imposition. The 
natural consoquonce is that these in- 
continent blood-suckers are amassing 
..wealth, while their -rictiins are getting 
cori'espondingly poorer. "Like Mas- 
ter, like man." Ministers set the ex- 
ample of overreaching greediness; 
and it is scarcely surprising that their 
creatures should follow. 

"Observer" also touches upon the 
subject Qf ^txeeBsiT9, •gristing or toll-, 
taking by millers on the' eastern side 
of tho Cascades, to ragulate which he 
thinks there ought to be legislation. 
He also draws a touching picture of 
the condition of tho agricultural in- 
terests, owing to the absence of a mar- 
ket, and remarks that not more . than 
half the usnal wheat crop was raised 
this year, and that, next year's crop 
will, in all probability, not exceed 
half of this, — the solo cause of the 
falling oft" being tho want of adcmand, 
flour not bringing more now than half 

■ the cost ol produfitioni ,.3?J^ is, in- 
deed, a lamentable state of affairs; but 
we are gflad to be able to Jifi.suro our 
frieud.s beyond the Cascades that they 
may with safety sow plentifully next 
spring, with the sure and certain hopo 
of a greatly augmented demand at re- 
munerative pricos; for, to quote the 
language of our groat poet, slightly al- 
tered for the occasion:

If it bo, indceil, true, as a certain 
poat hath expie.ssed it, that 

"'Ti« oJuratioujforB'.B the litiman nilEd, 
Jukt tile twig u bf ut the u iuclintU," 

■what a momentous responaibiiity rests 
npon parents, gnnrdians, and, it may 
' bo added, Govermneuta. It is with 
the latter that we have chiefly. to do at 
present. Out of her pinched revsnue, 
J3ritish Columbia is in tho habit of 
setting nixwt forty thousand dollars, 
or thereabouts, every year for the 
iiiaintennuce of her free school system 
of education. This closely approxim- 
ates four thousanJ dollars per capita 
of the entire population exclusive of 
Asiatics and ii.itiro Indians, and it as- i 
Buredly .speak--; wull for the apprecia- I 
five liberality of the Legislature. With 
that sum it is proposed to plant an | 
efficient sclaooi in every settlement 
having fourteen ehildren of school 
age, and specially to aid in tho educa- 
tion of children in settlements with 
fewer than fourteen. Practically 
it professes to place education within 
tho easy roach of all. How far theso 
objoclb and ex-pectationa have boon 
realized it is not our present purpoi^c 
particularly to conside; bnt we may

Surcl}', then, Victoria will not 
lay herself open to tho imputation of 
Holiishnes.s wJibu she aBks for tho im- 
mediate establishment of a State odu-

, ^ the means of acquiring, under our 
"'*6wn Hag and on our own soil tluit edu- 
cation which Columbia's sons and 
daughter.'? arc now compelled to seek 
in other lands. The injustice of leav- 
ing paji^nts (Tvho contribute their full 
quota towards the ffiAitttenance of free 
state education to provide higher edu- 
cation at their own oxponso must bo 
obvious. Tho disadvantages and ac- 
tual lo.sH to tho country of obtaining 
that education abroad cauijolt !!># ororr 



looked. Carrying out to their legiti- 
mate couclusion tho principles and 
theory of our educational policy, tho 
system ought assuredly to be broad 
enough and high enough to meet tho 
reasonable public need. Much might 
be written by way of showing the nu- 
merous and substantial. advfintagQS 
that would accrue to Victoria and 
to tho Province at large from tho estab- 
lishment of Buoh an institution; but 
these must readily oncur to th» reador'a 
reflection. It may, however, bo remark- 
ed .generally, that, iu.stead of being under 
tho necesaity of sending hor sons and 
(laughters abroad to bo educated, iho 
might reasonably aspire to become to 
some extent the educator of hor neigh 
bors' ciiildren; for to tho natural boauty, 
heathfulnoss and attrautivenoss of Vic- 
toria need only be added n popular srd 
elBcient institution of learning to attract 
pupils from beyond the boundaries of 
cbo Province. An mnttera exist at pre- 
sent wo know that families who would 
reside hero actuully remain away simply 
on ncconnt of tlio absence of such higher 
educational institutions aa those tho ora- 
iitidn of which it is the objeofc of this 
urtiole to promote.

In one isiue of the Government organ 
we find tenders invited for tho construc- 
tion of a bridge across the Quesnel river, 
to be received up to 30th Nov. Tht very 
next paper brings us word that tbo time 
for receiving tenders has been extended 
to the 14tli January next. Probably wo 
shall learn by npxt mail that tho time has 
beon further extended till tho idea of 
March, — possibly till doom's-day ! 

Last Spring a surveyor was scut up 
from Victoria at inconsiderable oxpenso 
to survey the river for a proper site for 
the long-pronjisod bridge. Your humblo 
servant took the trouble porsoually to 
point out tho proper site, which is n little 
higher up the river than tho onosol«cted, 
and where tho bridge could bo built for 
about one-half. 

I aeo by your last issue that Mr. Mar 
vin would oe willing to sell bis ferry 
oonditionally. Wbunovor "Bluonoso" 
wantsthe ferry he will get it legitimate- 
ly. If the ferry doesn't pay it is Mr. Mar- 
vin's own fault. "Bluenoso" doesn't want 
the forry, but ho dusiros to see it iiiu on 
correct princijiles and comformably to 
tho public interest. 

We have another ferry charter,^ anom- 
aly. I" mean the' f^rry over the' Eraser 
here. Under it British subjects: who 
bavo been struggling for years to create 
homes are eompolletl to pay 'J5 cents a 
hundred pounds on everything crossed, 
whether they use tho ferry or not. A case 
in point: — A camp of miners, some lh'6 
miles above the town of Quesnol bad oc- 
casion to oome down for provisions. No 
ferryman could be found . Some Indians 
passing in their canoo weio employed to 
take thorn over and to taka the tho provi- 
sions up to coiup, for which they ])Rid 
Si. Tha ferryman learning this and find- 
ing out tho amount of stuff crossed over, 
obtained a summons from the J. P., and 
had the'Diiners arrested and fined 812. 
The Indians, seeing this, indignantly 
throw the S4 they bad faithfully earned 
on tho table, scorning to take it! 

Thopooploof Quesnel have time and 
ugain petitioned tho Government for an 
njipropriatiou to construct a trail to Can- 
yon Creek, where paying diggings exist 
and oat of wbioli were obtained, during; 
last summer, the largest nuggets ever 
found in tho country; but although thoy 
can find ]ilenty of money to send Walkem 
on a fool's errand and pleasure trip to 
I'^uropff, they have neither the means to 
open tho trail nor to pay the men who 
worked on the road between hero and 
Barkerville.

It is admitted 
that there is uo serious intention of 
introducing Pullman cars, or any 
similar carriages, as part of Iho regu- 
lar trains, aiul, jiraotically, Iheroforo, 
tirst-class accoiiuuodatiou will be low- 
ered. Tho otlier conijiaiiios which 
touch the Midland at. various points 
have docidod, it is believed, to adhere 
to three classes of carriages, but to 
reduce their tir.st-olass lares to tho 
level of the ]\li lliui(l, and, further, to 
reiluco second-class fares. Iu tho lirst 
instance, this reduction of fares will, 
of course, bo a benefit for the ])ublic, 
but experience! eaves uo doubt !us to who 
will have to imy for it in the long run. 
Aftor a ])L'ri'iil nf .scvevo and bitter 
compotitio:!, tin.' cniiijiiuiio^i will couio 
to;aii understaiidingainong themselves, 
'and the'last state of the public will 
then be •worse than the first. Thero 
has boon" no demaiul whatever for a 
reduction of tirst-class faros, and what 
will be lo.st in this way will bo just so 
much thrown away. St)nio increase 
ill tho uumbor of passengers may bo 
expected from the reduced fares, but 
it is not likely to bo very largo. It is 
evident that tho very high prosperity 
of the country iu 1871 aud iS72 can- 
not be maintained, and it is doubted 
whether the reaction has yet roacliod 
its lowest point. Trade is almost 
ataghant, and industry is much'onrtiail- 
edf " Bailwny traffic may, therefdre,l>o 
regarded as having now reached 
almost as high a point as it is likely 
to attain for tho next year or so. In 
any case, tho existing trallic is almost 
more thau tho companies can do jus- 
tice to with their lines and plant, and 
thej' vnll have some difficulty iti rais- 
ing money for enlargements of perma-

A Terrible Encounter- 



The Britisli Bndget. 

A London corrospondout says: I have 
mentioned facts which wear on ominous 
perhaps an evil aspect. Thero are other 
facts, equolly inexplicable, which point 
the opposit«iXvay;.<'/Mr. Disraeli, in hi.s 
speech the other night, spoke confidently 
of the realization of tho hopeful anticijia- 
tion with which Sir Staflord Northcoto 
fortified his budget. Ynu may romomber 
that Sir Stafford, as Chancollor of tbo 
E.'ichequer, inherited a snrplui of about 
six raillioiia storling, and that ho applied 
about i;4,320.0()0 of this nmount to tiio 
romiasiou of taxes. The experience of tho 
first half of the current year hardly justi- 
fied tho expectations that had been held 
out. Thero was something very like 
a deficit, and frionds of tho CTOVorninoiit 
began to make wry faces at tho prospect 
of having to roiniposo taxes to make ends 
meet. But tho last Jive ■ ^eoks bavo 
wrought a change,'' the- preoiso cause 
whereof nobody ventures to explain. All 
that'is otrtain is,itliat ainpe -the first of 
October last ground has been recovered, 
and that Mr. Disraeli's Chancellor 
of tho Exchequer has beon suddenly raada 
happy. Figures are a bore, I am well 
aware, but two or three aro requi.sito to 
oluoidata the Premier's exultation and to 
provo that tho old land has somo elastici- 
ty still left. Tho estimatod roceijjts for 
the year are £7'1,-125,000, and tho receipts 
in tho seven months and one week which 
havo expired bavo boon .£-11, -152, 630. 
During tho corresponding period of last 
last year they ,'wejre.„af42,02C,2SG. Five 
weeks ago the adverse, balance was £1,- 
570,(100. Now, as yon porceivo, it. barely 
oiecnds half a million;'. Besides, tho 
.C-i2,l)(IO,n(!0 and odd included ' £800,000 
repayment of a loan, and not derived 
from taxes,., .'o that ndajiting tho 
preceding figures to this fact, wo dir.covcr 
that, despite tho enormous reduction of 
taxes, tho revenue, so far, has yielded 
nearly a quarter of a million more than 
iL had this timo Ifistyear. One item only- 
may be particularized. Tho excise is by 
common consent accepted as tho criterion 
by which the average upending capacity 
of the mass of tho population may best bo 
determined. A decroase of receipts from 
this source was looked for as a conse- 
que^c^i^ the abolition of tbo taxes on 
horses. -Instead of a decrease, however, 
there is aniucreaseamouuting to XlOti,- 
OOO; or more than eighteen millions cal- 
culated upon for tho year, moro than 
olevon millious havo actually been re- 
ceived. Tho popular solution of this 
marvel is a bountoons harvest and cheop 
bread— bread so cheap that in spite of 
reduced wages, the jpecifi|$^|^i^ye ';inpra 
money to . spendi^onl tlwlioiaSetlainebns 
articles w.hich epniribute to the excise, 
and are th^ b^is of <mtAh of the rotail 
trade.
